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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Fujimoto reference is silent on whether 
silicon can be combined with any other material, such as conductive agents, binders etc. In addition, the reference of record has an all- 
encompassing teaching of silicon ("noncrystalline or microcrystalline form...") and therefore, the type of silicon is not limited. In addition, 
the methods utilized in Fujimoto, in addition to sputtering, include spraying which conventionally employs conductive agents, binders, and 
other electrode materials. Thus, Fujimoto reads on the independent claims since the active material can be various types of silicon and it 
. can include binders when spraying is the method to deposit the active material on the collector, or can exclude a binder when sputtering is 
the method of utilization. 
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
